Yet he broke 
out now and then into ſuch prettineſſes, 
and 'even elegancies, as would have 
done honour to ſome of our Roman Ar- 
cadians, For my part, I did not much 
mind the propriety or impropriety of his 
expreſſions, and the accuracy or inaccu- 
racy of his rhimes. It was the ſudden 
diſcovery of extempore poetry in Spain, 
that ſwallowed all my attention ; and 
had his performance been ten times bet- 
ter or ten times worſe than it was, ſtill 
I could only conſider it on this account. 
This was to me of great importance, as 
national peculiarities are the game which 
a traveller ought chiefly to purſue.
